Win  happy,  however,  to -be  .able  to  faj%„  parfimdny,  I mean  that  liberal  com- 
petence of  falary  which  feeuresjudg- 
e»  of  the  firft  talents,  forms  an  am- 
ple equivalent  for  their  fervices, 
heightens  their  refpenfibility,  places 
them  above  the  influence  of  a bafe, 
but  wealthy  litigant,  and  Ilimulates 
to  vigilance  and  afliduity  in  the  dil- 
charge  of  their  duties — this,  if  I 
miftake  not,  would  be  dictated  by 
good  policy,  required  by  juftice,  and 
approbated  by  reafon. 

Next  to  the  judiciary  in  point  of 
importance,  and,  perhaps,  in  point 
of  complicacy  too,  is  our  fyftem  of 
Revenue  laws : the  poverty  of  the 
Ireafury,  and  the  reduced  value  of 
(late  paper  during  the  three  lafl 
years,  would  feem  to  indicate  the  ne- 
ceffity  of  legflative  attention  to  that 
fubje6l — while  it  is  believed  that  the 
exilling  laws  contemplate  a revenue 
equal  to  the  purpofes  of  government 
it  is  regretted  that  their  provifions 
(liouldbe  defeated  with  impunity,  by 
the  cunning  and  fraud  of  collertors 
and  others,  from  and  through  whofe 
hands  the  money  fliould  reach  the 
treafitry.  I have  no  doubt  but  this 
fubjctl  will  meet  the  confideration 
it  merits. 

Gentlemen — believing  as  I do, 
that  in  a government  like  ours,  it  is 
effential,  as  well  for  the  purpofe  of 
quelling  fadlian,  and  enforcing  the 
laws,  as  repelling  invafions,  to  have 
a well  organifed  militia — let  me  alfo 
lolicit  your  attion  to  the  laws  on  that 
fubje6l. 

'I'he  law  aiithorifing  the  exe 
cutive  to  proclaim  a reward  for  Hie 
apprehenfion  of  criminals  in  cett^n 
cafes,  was  enadled  before  the  peni 
tentiary  eftablifliment,  and  limits  his 
power  to  offenders  in  capital  cafes, 
moll  of  the  offences  which  were  then 
capital,  are  now  pUniflied  by  confine- 
ment in  the  jail  and  penite-ntiary  ; 
of  courfc,  the  executive  has  not  the 
power  of  proclaiming  a reward  for 
the  apprehenfion  of  a convitR  who 
(liall  have efcaped from  confinement. 

Whether  good  policy  dictates  the 
veftiture  of  fich  power,  is  fubmitted 
to  your  confideration — it  would  feeni 
that  in  proportion  as  punifliments 
are  foftened,  their  certainty  ihould 
be  increafecl. 

Under  that  p<rt  of  the  revenue 
law,  which  requires  the  proprietors 
of  land  under  pain  of  forfeiture,  to 
lift  them  within  a limited  time  for 
taxation,  many  far.^'eitdrcs  have  ac- 
crued, and  numerous  applications, 
no  doubt,  will  be  made  to  the  exe- 
cutive for  reniilfions,  fome  of  them, 
perhaps,  fo  ciri  uinftanced  as  to  ren- 
der his  interpofitioii  iudirpenfable, 
for  cafes  < .1.1  c ilily  be  conceived,  \

the  neighbourhood  of  Utrecht  is  fuppo- 
fed  to  contain  at  leaft  from  50  to  60,000 
men.
